Be bad aa Iroa nerve 
and in Gennaay waa rapodcd aa an 
authority on air ralda against Bng* 
land. He met his death on Aogost 4. 
last year. In the Huns' largest 2Sep-

I.if.;.d tli. ir Z.-ppelliis from 750,000 to 
nhout 2.O00.UU0 cabic feet, tfaas In- 
creasing aseeat aMUtlea.

The first time the Zeppelins visltefl

pelins were provided, with paracbates.

In tiie face of 
disaster, however, there Is no record 
of any member of a Zeppelin crew 
having saved himself, by this means, 
either because tlie ma<±lne became too 
Vlddy envdopad In flames or foil too 
lapldly for tiM paiadrate to open oat,

their arrival off the English coast 
aI>ont dusk. The fate of Strasser's 
ship was sealed because he arrived

Penetrate Heart of England. 

Tbera OTtdaaUy was no concerted 
aetkm among tbe- Z^palla ralden^ 
aaA aeliac mora or leaa lnd«pend' 
antly. Thegr adeeted targeta npoa 
wfalcb they could unload their bombs 
nnlnterruptedly. If possible, and then 
fleOk Tliey often penetrated into the 
heart of England.

2, 1016. The second Zeppelin was 
brought down In flames at Great Btir- 
sted.

BMSt Intact near Mecsea island, at 
flie Bdr&eaat comer of Baaaz. Aa- 
other was biongbt down in flsmea 
near Potter^ Bar, and two other Zep- 
pelins vi^re forced to land, bat tlM 
crews destroyed their ships.
